Them were scenes of panic 
and pandtanundum on board thp 
Alitalia DC-9 airliner which hit 
die sea at more than 160 kph 
minutes before it was due to 
land at the ftirtii-n-n capital's 
Japan at a bout 0100 local 
(2400 GMT). 

The 129 persons on board, 
mostly Sicilians returning home 
tor the Christmas holiday, were 
already strapped to ifaear seaxs 
ready for landtag. Most were 
trapped and drawned as water 
gushed into the smashed fusel- 
age which sank hi seconds. 

Only 21 survivors, some 
plucked from the sea. uncons- 
cious, bleeding and with their 
clothes in shreds, managed to 
float and struggle free from the 
wreckage in (he darkness. 

Trawlers near the scene, some 
r Jfa*3e kilometers from the shore 
<, xshed to the rescue to pick up 
idead and survivors. 

Navy boats, mines weepers 
and helicopters searched thr- 
ough the night and by midday 
some 31 dead had been recov- 
ered from the sea, leaving 77 
in the fuselage on the seabed. 

Officiate at Palermo's Punta.

1972 when 115 people were 
killed, said they were baffled 
■by the crash.

Differences remain 

Vance, Gromyko clear 
most’ SALT obstacles 


GENEVA, Dec. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — The United States 
and tbe Soviet Union Satur- 
day resolved most of their 
differences on a new strategic 
arms limitation pact and 
agreed to a summit meeting 
between President Jimmy Car- 
ter and Soviet President Leo- 
nid Brezhnev. 

At the conclusion of mors 
than 18 hours of intense nego- 
tiations, US. Secretary of 
State Clyrus Vance and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko made the two announ- 
cements m a joint statement 
. But Gromyko warned that 
the remaining issues before an 


arms pact can be sealed — 
which include some major and 
some minor points — must 
be settled before the summit 
meeting is fixed. 

Vance read the joint state- 
ment after a marathon session 
Saturday which lasted eight 
hours. 

“In the course of otnr meet- 
ings over the past three days 
Foreign Minister Gromyko 
and I have essentially readied 
agreement on most of tbe 
questions on which, differen- 
ces have existed," the state- 
ment said 

“We wifi continue our work 
on those questions that have

NEW DELHI, Dec. 23 (R) 
— Half a million Indian far- 
mers Saturday issued a direct 
challenge to the government 
by staging a rally celebrating 
the 76th birthday of dissident 
Conner minister Charan Singh. 

TJbe rally diverted attention 
from the countrywide demons- 
trations in support oi former 
Premier Indira Gandhi in 
which 19 people have been 
kitted and about 100,000 ar- 
rested since she was jaded by 
parliament Tuesday. 

But Saturday's city center 
rally, attended by thousands 
of farm era from all over the 
country, was dearly intended 
as a challenge to Prime Min- 
ister Morarji Desai — if only 
because it demonstrated tbe 
following enjoyed by Singh. 

■Desai and Singh fell out 
earlier this year in a row 
which c ulmin ated in Singh 
being sacked from his job 
as home minister. 

The rift was sealed in a bit- 
ter exchange in parliament 
Friday in which Singh said 
he was sacked for demanding 
a corruption inquiry into De- 
sails son, Kanti. 

Dells was under its light est- 
over security cordon Saturday 
with 20,000 police and para- 
military personnel, some of 
them armed with hand gre- 
nades and automatic weapons, 
posted ai key points around 
the city. 


As it turned out /he far- 
mers’ rally was remarkably 
disciplined, with no hints of 
violence. 

The rally was seen us some- 
thing of an anU-dimax, with 
less than half the expected 
numbers turning out and 
Singh saying he had no plans 
to quit the ruling party ai the 
present time. 

Reports Saturday indicated 
that the agitation over Mrs.

UB. sources have talked 
about such a meeting in Jan- 
uary, and owe recently for 
some date in February. 

Gromyko was asked if the 
outstanding - issues must be 
completed before the summit 
conference is scheduled. 

He replied curtly: "they 

must.” But he added, “we in- 
tend to complete than.” 

Neither minister described 
the nature of tbe unresolved. 
But Gromyko said: “Some of 
them are important, some erf 
them are mailers of the second 
category.”

BRUSSELS, Dec. 23 (Ag- 
encies) — Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Mosbe Dayan is pushing a 
tough new stand on Jewish 
settlements in occupied Arab 
lands, casting a shadow on 
efforts to revive peace negotia- 
tions with Egypi. diplomatic 
sources said Saturday. 

Dayan's scheduled dinner 
with Egyptian Premier Mus- 
tapha KfoJil and US. Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance 
was cancelled because of 
Vance's delayed arrival from 
tbe strategic arms . limitation 
talks in Geneva. 

American sources said 
Vance planned to meet Da- 
yan at 2100 GMT 
and Khalil an hour later 
in a bid to revive the stal- 
led Middle East negotiatjons- 
Vance, Dayan and Khalil 
were scheduled to mm toge- 
ther for breakfast Sunday at 
a downtown Brussels hotel. 

Diplomatic sources said Da- 
yan threw a new element into 
the negotiations with an un- 
compromising new stand on 
Jewish settlements. The sour- 
ces said Dayan told the for- 
eign ministers of West Ger- 
many, the Netherlands and 
Belgium that Israel intends to 
build up to 40 new settlements 
in occupied Arab lands, and 
expand some already in exis- 
tence. 

Dayan called in Israeli am- 
bassadors from several Eu- 
ropean countries and told 
them to prepare public opin- 
ion for the settlements policy, 
the sources said. 

On a recent trip to the 
Middle East, Vance failed to 
resolve the question of Pales- 
tinian autonomy and other is- 
sues Mocking the signing of 
•be peace treaty. 

The main points to be set- 
tled are: 

— Israel's refusal to accept 
the end of 1979 as a target 
date for Palestinian elections. 

— Egypt’s refusal to ex- 
change ambassadors and res- 
tore fully normal relations 
with Israel until establish- 
ment of autonomy for the Pa- 
lestinians. 

— Egypt's proposal that 
terms of the treaty be subjec- 
ted to revision after five years. 

— Egypt’s refusal to allow 
provisions in the peace treaty 
to suspend earlier mutual de- 
fense treaties with other Arab 
countries. 

Khalil flew into Brussels 
Friday afternoon but headed 
straight for his hotel, without. . 
making any statement. He 
was staying a i the same hotel 
where Vance will be accom- 


moded when he arrives from 
Geneva. 

Khalil received Belgian For- 
eign Minister Henri Simonei 
who informed him about ear- 
lier talks he had with 
Dayan. 

Diplomatic sources said ii 
had become clear from these 
contacts the Israelis only want 
"talks about talks" and do 
not see the Brussels meeting 
as new negotiations. If suc- 
cessful, this meeting a£ the 
most could lead to new nego- 
tiations, they said. 

Khalil saw three possible 
solutions to the present dead- 
lock, they said— a discussion 
on revising the Camp David 
treaty, a discussion on how 
the interpretative notes to the 
treaty should be interpreted, or 
starting new negotiations, the

FLO sets conditions 
for dialogue with UJS. 


BEIRUT, Dec. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — The Head of the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion Political Department Fa- 
roe* Kaddoumi has said the 
PLO will accept dialogue with 
the UJS. government only “on 
the highest of levels." 

“The dialogue should be 
with the president of the Uni- 
ted States or the -secretary of 
state.*- .Kaddoumi said in an in- 
terview published Saturday by 
Che Beirut weekly magazine 
“Monday, Morning.” 

“We are not prepared to 
enter into a dialogue with 
junior officials or mediators,” 
said Kaddoumi. 

Kaddoumi was commenting 
on a statement made to *he 
same magazine during a recent 
Middle East trip by UJS. Con- 
gressman Paul Findley that 
he expects the U.S.-PLO dia- 
logue to start in 1979. 

“I believe Congressman 
Findley is overoptmtistic”, said 
KatkkWii.

Gunmen fire on Syrian

TEHRAN, Dec. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — An American oil exe- 
cutive was gunned down Satur- 
day as be drove to work in 
southwestern Iran in tbe first 
assassination of an American 
in the country since 1976, U.S. 
officials reported. His assailants 
were unknown. 

Officials said the kiUing was 
"a well-planned ambush," appa- 
rently carried out by three per- 
sons who had studied the Ame- 
rican’s daily movements care- 
fully. An Iranian oil official 
was killed almost simultaneous- 
ly la the same area, officials 
said, but they could not say 
immediately that the cases were 
linked. 

In other Iranian develop- 
ments Saturday, close to 1,000 
high school students surged 
through the streets of Tehran 
demanding the overthrow of 
the Shah after an apparently 
unsuccessful attempt by the 
government tfi reopen schools 
for the first lime in six weeks. 

Tension also remained high 
Saturday near the campus of 
Tehran University, whicl^. has 
been closed by authorities since 
September. Youths taunted sol- 
diers guarding university build- 
ings where 100 professors are 
in tbe third day of a sit-in de- 
manding the institution's re- 
opening. Elsewhere in tbe capi- 
tad business was close to nor- 
mal. 

The U.S. oil executive, who 


was identified by American offi- 
cials as Paul Grim, 56, of 
Colorado, was gunned down 
by automatic weapons fire as 
he drove alone to work at 
about 7 am. in the city of 
Ahwaz, about b30 km south- 
west of Tehran. 

He was acting managing 
director of tbe Oil Service 
Company of Iran (OSCO), a 
consortium of foreign oil com- 
panies dial runs irons petfo- 
leum industry for the state oil 
monopoly. 

Strikes by anti-Shah workers 
in the Ahwaz area in recent 
weeks have helped to cripple 
the Iranian oil industry. George 
Link, the American managing 
director of OSCO, whom Grim 
was replacing, was the victim 
of a firebomb attack on his 
-limousine in November. 

The firebombing apparently 
was in retaliation tor eriorts by 
Link and other foreign specia- 
lists to keep the Iranian oil- 
fields operating despite strikes. 
Sources said Link had been 
given special security protec- 
tion after that incident, but it 
wasn’t known ii Grim received 
any protection when he tem- 
porarily Look Link’s place.

American residents of Iran last 
month that they may be killed 
if they siay here, and more

the country since serious not- 
ing began in Seotember. 

ine last Americans to be 
assassinated here were three 
employees of Rockwdl inter- 
national Corporation, a major 
contractor to the Iranian gov- 
ernment and military, who were 
killed Aug. 28,- 1976, on their 
way to work in Tehran. 

in another development Gho- 
lam Hussein Sadiqi worked fur- 
iously Saturday on putting to- 
gether a “government of honest 
veterans.” 

“We can see he's making a 
serious effort," a politician close 
to the 73-year-old Sadiqi said 
Saturday. “How 1 soon he suc- 
ceeds , depends upon how ser-

Sadiqi, reputed to be a strict 
disciplinarian with a “spotless 
character," is trying to form 
the government to replace the 
military rule of Gen. Gholam- 
reza Azhari, the Shahs chief 
of staff.

RIYADH, Dec. 23 — Re- 
presentatives of seven Arab 
countries began meetings here 
Saturday to discuss the launch- 
ing of two satellites to im- 
prove and expand communica- 
tion links between Arab coun- 
tries, SPA reported.

Technology and Aeronautics 
in Miami when he was ab- 
ducted by guerrillas and taken 
to Zambia. 

After a few weeks he was 
sent to Cuba — aboard a ship 
with Cuban troops from the 
Cabinda enclave in Angola — 
to study agriculture, he said. 

* He spent seven months m 
Havana and attempted to per- 
suade British diplomats there 
to help him escape to the Uni- 
ted States. He added that this 
was discovered by the Cubans 
and he was sent buck to Zam- 
bia via Angola.

“As far a» ZIPRA was con- 
nerned i had cummiued an act 
of indiscipline so I was sent 
to the prison camp last April,"

The Brussels meeting arranged, by the US. to get the 
bogged down Middle East peace process moving again appears 
to be a last ditch effort by the American administration to 
t salvage one of its prime foreign policy objectives. 

But the Carter adtnunstration has taken a very low key 
and hesitant attitude to the new round. Absent are the gleaning 
White House statements and promises of “imminent” break- 
throughs, which gives us reason to believe that the U.S. is now 
probably as uncertain of the result as Arab countries are. As 
committed as Mr. Carter is to Middle East peace, be has 
probably realised that the present approach is doubtful, and 
that some other strategy is needed. 

What are the alternatives? 

To abandon Us Middle East peace role altogether would 
do considerable damage to the image of the Carter adtninis- 

• tratton both at home and abroad. Applying pressures or sanc- 
tions against Israel would be another deadend for domestic 
political ctMisi derations with. Carter apparently set to contest 
the 1980 presidential bottle. That apparently brings us back 

• to the start — to die Geneva conference. In recent weeks 
there has been a growing belief in the Arab world that if 
peace is possible, given the present constraints, Geneva is a 
viable proposition. The move Cowards Geneva is being spear- 
headed by King Hussein, who has recently concluded a Euro- 
pean tour to sell the idea to Common Market and Vatican 
leaders, in the hope that they will persuade the US. to give 
Geneva another chance. The reversals the peace process has 
suffered since President Sadat launched his peace initiative last 
year give the Geneva advocates a valuable sales pitch. 

Critics of the Geneva conference have argued that it will 
bring back the Russians to the Middle East arena — an as- 
sumption tfaait is. probably tune. But Soviet influence in some 
Arab countries is a regrettable fact chat has to be contended 
with, but not ignored. Over the past two decades the Soviets 
have played an active, if not welcome, rate in the shapeng of 
the area’s political map, and there is no sign that the Kremlin 
is writing to cake a back seat as Mr. Carter experiments wath 
peace. 

To a^ggejt that Geneva, wffl provide the magic cure, is 
simplistic ax best. But under the circumstances M seems to be 
the only remaining alternative that would take into account ail 
fhe political variables in the area. For Egypt and the U.S., 
Geneva need not necessarily be viewed as a defeat for thrir 
ditriomacy. In the fired analysis the objective is to bring 
peace to a volatile region ctf the world, and not diplomatic 
upmanship.

Diplomatic life in Taiwan 


By George McArthur 

TAIPEI — 
The American embassy will 
officially cease to exist in Tai- 
pei on Ian. 1, but it will live 
on in the minds of taxi drivers, 
in a manifestation of one of 
the subtleties of diplomatic life 
in Taiwan. 

As more nations break re- 
lations with the Republic of 
China, their embassies don’t 
die, they just fade away — and 
turn right up again under as- 
sumed names. 


Tell a taxi driver to take you 
to the Japanese embassy, for 
example. Although (hat em- 
bassy ceased to exist more than 
a year ago, the driver will un- 
hesitatingly deliver you to a 
building called the Interchange 
Association. 

Ii is officially listed as a non- 
profit organization — an orien- 
tal drollery. Japan does S5 
billion worth of business an- 
nually in Taiwan, and the 
Interchange Association is 
where it’s done. 


You can also get a visa for 
Japan there. The Japanese staff 
— on leave of absence from Ja- 
panese government ministries — 
makes you wait three days. 
They explain that they have 
to send your passport to the 
nearest Japanese diplomatic fa- 
cility, which is one hour by 
air from Hong Kong- But 
everyone knows the visa stamp 
is in the back room. 

That is the way it is done 
on Taiwan. Nations officially 
depart, and remain at the same 
time. 

The Spanish do it poetically 
through the Cervantes Society, 
.the Germans through a cultu- 
ral front known as the Deuts- 
che Kukurzentrom and the 
British through the Anglo-Tai- 
wan Trade Commission. The 


directors of some of these or- 
ganizations sometimes attempt 
straight-faced denial of any 
governmental connection, but a 
foreign businessman seeking to 
straighten out some technicality 
involving Australia, for instan- 
ce, will be toid by laiwanese 
officials (also maintaining strai- 
ght faces) to look up the Aus- 
tralia Free China Society. 

. It is now being said in Tai- 
pei that the United States em- 
bassy building is to become the 
Asian American Trade Services 
Corporation. It is said that the 
Republic of China diplomatic 
presence in Washington will be 
thinly disguised as the Sun 
Yat-sen Society. Whether those 
titles are correct or not is 
hardly relevant — everybody 
knows that the organizations 
will exist and will be staffed 
by diplomats, whatever their 
names. 

Taiwan authorities have be- 
come experts on this kind of 
ihing over the years. Although 
they now have diplomatic rela- 
tions with only 19 countries (18 
when the United Stales nomi- 
nally departs! they maintain 
some kind of commercial con- 
tacts with about 140 nations 
aod have official establishments 
of some sort in 125. 

In addition, private and 
governmental trade associations 
in Taiwan have an unknown 
but staggeriog number of legal 
contracts with private and 
gove rnmental orga n i z ations 
overseas. The Taiwan govern- 
ment, for example, has many 
legal contracts with state gov- 
ernments in the United States 
and these will continue in force 
after Jan. 1. A trade delega- 
tion from Taiwan is in the Uni- 
ted Stales now, signing more. 

“They work at this kind of 
thing,” a Western diplomat 
noted. “They know that every 


signed piece oi paper repre- 
sents one more official contact. 
They "ill sign an agreement 
to deliver one box of matches. 

Overseas, the Taiwan gov- 
ernment has quasi-dipJomatiw 
offices in every major trading 
nation and many of the smal- 
ler ones. These are sometimes 
called Far East Trade Sendees 
Incorporated and sometimes, 
more openly, the China Exter- 
na) Trade Development Coun- 
cil. 

In addition to economic mat- 
ters. these offices usually have 
3 professional diplomat in the 
background and they handle 
consular matters like issuing 
visas. Virtually all Taiwan over- 
seas tourist offices can issue 
visas, as can the offices of the 
government-owned China Air- 
lines. 

Officially, the diplomatic 
scene in Taipei itself is pretty 
dreary. Because few diplomats 
can represent themselves as 
such, attendance at official dip- 
lomatic functions is sometimes

auUe’s heirs squabble

PARIS— 

The political heirs of Gene- 
ral De Gaulle are fighting 
openly among themselves ai 
the dispute over the electiots 
to the European parliament 
widens the rift in President 
Gisrard’s majority. 

To add to the strains of iha 
rivalry between Gauifists and 
Giscardians, two prominent 
Gaullists have now fiercely at- 
tacked Jacques Chirac, the 
leader of their own RPR Par- 
ty. The dispute inside the 
RPR— stHl ihe largest group- 
in the majority — increases the 
dsnger that the unity of the 


government forces will not 
survive the European Parlia- 
ment elections next summer. 

The onslaught on Chirac’* 
leadership comes from two 
former secretary-generals of 
the party who hold diametri- 
cally opposed views about Its 
future, Beth Alexandre San- 
guinetii. who wants the RPR 
to break away from the ma- 
jority altogether, and Alain 
Peyrefitte, minister of justice 
in the present government, ac-. 
eased Chirac of incoherence. 


What drew Peyrefitte’s fire 
was Chirac’s manifesto a week 
earlier declare war on 
Giscaxd’s European policy. 


But Chirac’s orders to tbe 
RPR were to maintain their 
truce with the government in- 
side the national assembly and 
to confine their attack to the 
European issue. 'The qualified 
support to be given to govm- 
ment legislation was plainly 
no: motivated by any sense of 
attachment, but by the need to 
bring the go v ernment down. 

Unfortunately for this at- 
tempt to strike a delicate ba- 
lance. Chirac's criticism of 
Giscard’s ventures was so vir- 
ulenrty word ed that many 
Gaullists fek that ihe party 
must choose a consistent 
course. — COFNSl 


saudi press review 


Commenting on Crown Prin- 
ce Fahd’s interview in **A1- 
lezirah" Thursday “AJt-Bilad” 
said the prince was very dear 
m his assessment of the situa- 
tion io the Middle East and 
on what the Arabs should do 
to retrieve their rights. 

"Prince Fahd said that we 
should build our own potentials 
in individuals, society and atti- 
tudes.'’ the paper said. 

“This is the direction that we 
should take in our efforts to 
regain our lost rights and 
lands. 

’’Right is might and without 
the latter the former is liable 
to be lost. Through such a 
means of solving the Middle 
East problem, it would be pos- 
sible to realize a just. lasting 
and comprehensive peace.” the 
paper said. 

“AJ-Medhia” criticized Pre- 
sident Qaddafi of Libya for his 
approach to Islam and his 
“vicious slandering” of the faith 
on account of his declaration 
that the sayings of the Prophet 
Muhammad and bis guidelines 
should be discounted. 

Qaddafi said that only the 


Holy Quran should be taken 
into consideration as a firm 
basis for Jslam. 

The paper said that the Is- 
lamic world is duty-bound to 
combat this “malicious attempt 
to sow doubt in the principles 
of Islam as attributed by the 
Libyan press to their leader.” 
One of the latest attacks on 
Islam, according to the paper, 
is Qaddafi's description of the 
second Caliph Omar “as a 
benevolent dictator.'’ 

“This attack on the caliph is 
in keeping with Qaddafi’s at- 
tempt to demolish one of the 
pillars of Islam which is the 
Sunna. the Prophet’s sayings 
and guidelines by undermining 
the reliability of those who 
preserved its heritage." 

The paper urged all Muslims 
to unite ‘‘in controlling this 
new peril before it becomes 
more dangerous and catastro- 
phic." 

“It would be difficult to dis- 
count the possibility of a ma- 
jor political change in China 
■in the foreseeable future." ac- 
cording to “Al-Mediua". 

“The change may take die 


shape of the Swedish socialist 
system which preserves demo- 
cratic practices and individual 
freedoms. This would seem 
plausible today compared with 
the dogmatic policy of Mao 
and his henchmen which led to 
serious economic deterioration 
that threatened the country 
with grave consequences. The 
new leadership had the courage 
to tackle the situation firmly 
and banish the so-called Gang 
of Four from power. Taking 
into account the growing might 
of the Soviet Union and the 
political situation in Asia, it 
would seem neither possible nor 
desirable to leave Communist 
China outside the arena of 
global conflict as long as it 
remained shackled by its back- 
wardness. 

"What role will Chine play? 
Will it combat further Soviet 
expansionism and protect “the 
smaller powers from falling 
into the Soviet trap? Will ;t 
preserve peace and internatio- 
nal stability in cooperation with 
the United States and Japan? 
Or will China become a super- 
power in 10 to 20 years and 


start to act like one? This is 
the risk that America ar.d its 
allies have taken with regard 
to China. This leaves the tragic 
story of Nationalist China. 3ut. 
this is tied up with the Ameri- 


can bet on Communist China 
and its results. If China main- 
tains a policy of moderation 
and open doors for the good 
and prosperity of the Chinese 
people. Nationalist China will 


remain secure, but if China 
chooses a more aggressive po- 
licy, then not only Nationalist 
China but the rest of the 
world will face unforeseen dan- 
gers.”

‘There’s nothing to eat at home’

TOKVO — Den Faj.ta grew up eating ‘he irad.iional 
iiip.ui-se d;ci of rice. fish, hear curd, fermented soybean soup 
and fresh and pickled vegetables. And at 52. he still prefers 
that diet. 

But on weekends, he says, when hu asks his wife to make 
a Japanese meal for the family, she often refuses. Instead, 
she tells h.'m he can cook for h.msell tf be wishes, but she and 
the children arc gong to McDonald’s. 

“So I have to go. There’s nothing to eat at home.” com- 
plained Fuji's* — the founder and president of McDonald’s 
C-o of Japan. 

Ten years ago few people in Japan or the United States 
would have predicted that hamburgers could be a success hero. 
The traditional Japanese diet included neither bread nor beef 
nor sandwiches and stressed careful preparation of fresh foods 
varying from season io season. 

But this year McDonald’s of Japan will have sate of 
about SI 75 million and will show a SI 5 million profit. Last 
month Japan was the site of the opening of the world’s 5.000th 
McDonald’s store, it was the 147th in Japan. 

Fujiia is conf.dent he will have 300 stores in Japan by 
the end of 1981. with annual sales of S500 million, giving a . 
profit of S50 million. 

The McDonald s menu :.t J- pan is familiar to American 
visitors — except for the fact 'hat it is written ir. Japanese 
phonetic characters. But. even though the last price Increase 
was in 1974, the prices are higher. 

Before McDonald'; came -o Japan, the few places that 
served hamburgers often could not satisfy the .American ham- 
burger purist. Some "ere even known to combine their beef 
with other meats. 

But McDonalds hamburgers arc 100 per ccr.: beef, with 
about half of the meat imported from Australia. The French 
fries are made from Idaho potatoes, and Fujita said that 
S400.000 worth of them are imported from the United States 
each month. 

Top McDonald's executives give Fujita complete credit fer 
the success of the Japanese operation. 

“Without Fujita. instead of 147 stores, we’d have ended 
up with 20 or 30.” ^3 id Edward H. Schmitt, president of Mc- 
Donald s Corp. 

Operations in Japan have become McDonald's “number one 
success story overseas.” said Fred L. Turner, chairman of the 
board. 

Turner indicated that Fujiia ’s handling of the company's 
operations m Japan sheds light on why some American com- 
panies succeed and others fail m cracking the Japanese market 

Using knowledge gained during 20 years of managing his 
own import-export business, Fujita shaped McDonald’s to fit 
Japan. He used personal connections to serve the company’s 
needs, and came up with un ; que ideas — such as a way to 
give status to hamburgers — that were not easily understood, 
much less conceived, by the American management of Mc- 
Donald's. 

Belter understanding by Americans of seenutgly minor 
aspects of Japan’s changing culture and society is a prorc- 
quisle for expanded U.S. exports to Japan, FujI-ta said. 

McDonald's success in Japan was built, be said, upon 
social changes that have transformed the country since the 
end of World War II. 

Bread and milk were intredured to the schools by 2 gov- 
ernment school lunch program after the war, dealing a new 
generation whose Lastes easily adapt to hamburgers and milk- 
shakes, Fujiia said, adding. “This postwar g^tcraticn is our 
main target.” 


“In the past, we had big families and the yuuftfer fmegs- 
t:on who live together with their parents. But today 
younger generation lives in snaU apartments. They to re th e 
chance to learn (traditional c ook'ng} from fhesr .pothers.” 
Fujiia said - ■ 

These trends were already well developed by 196*1 wtw 
an American employee of Fujtta’s firm suggested to him that 
he help bring McDonald’s to Japan. Fujita. howorer, wre 
skeptical. 

“I was worried whether Japanese pcoptr could eat ha®- 
burgers.” Fujita said.

So. even now, I 
intentionally don't put up any American Bag, and I don't say, 
'McDonald’s came from the United States.' These words are 
forbidden words for McDonald's Japan, because they stimulate 
anti-foreign feeling.” 

Fujita said American exporters in general should etody 
such cultural aspects of Japan more carefully.

TEHRAN, Dec. 23 fRV- 
Tran’s oil production Friday 
averaged 3.4 million barrels, 
about 300.000 barrels more 
than the previous day, a 
spokesman for the stale-owned 
National Iranian Oil Compa- 
ny (NIOC) said.

20 per 
cent from S2.8# to S3 .44 a 
share, effective with the first- 
quarter payment in 1979. 

And they proposed a 4-for-i 
split, subject to a shareholder 
vote next spring, that would 
put the stock's price bdow 
100 a share for the First time 
in decades. 

Assuming it is approved — 
and brokers said there is no 
apparent reason not to — it 
would be the first splat for 
IBM since a 5-for-4 distribu- 
tion in 1973. 

IBM stock stood at 27! 
Tuesday morning when the 
news was announced. By die 
4 pm close in New York on 
Friday, it had climbed to 295. 

The rest of the market res- 
ponded with similar enthu- 
siasm. After a 17. 4-point

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
(Agencies) — China has ac- 
quired two bte-model MiG- 
23 fighters in a quiet military 
exchange with Egypt, U.S. 
government sources disclosed 
Saturday. 

The sources said China may 
have obtained the planes in 
a bid to copy the advanced 
Soviet technology it has been 
denied for years. 

In Taipei, Taiwan's chief ot' 
the general staff urged the 
United Stales Saturday to re- 
consider its refusal to sell 
F-16 and F-18 aircraft- to 
Taiwan. Without, the equip- 
ment, he sard, Peking could 
■become Taipei's military su- 
perior in two to three years. 

If America again refused, 
grid chadfl of thje general 
staff, Adm. Sortong Chang- 
xhih, Taiwan would take its

■‘We will look to all the 
world, (to see if) R is possible 
to get weapons systems from 
other countries — only from the 
free world, of course," he 
told a news conference. 

In Washington, the sources 
said it is not dear whether 
China’s new planes are air- 
to-air fighters or bombing 
models. 

The sources said China re- 
ceived the MiG-23s along 
with some late-model Soviet 
air defense missiles in what 
<tbey believed was an ex- 
change for Soviet spare parts 
Egypt needed.

Speaking recently started to 
guide and rearm its. obsolete 
arsenal Soviet-supplied wea- 
pons.

Against this 'background. 
U.S. officials bdieved China 
might have two possible aims 
in. procuring the newer more 
capable Soviet fighter. 

China now builds MiG- 19- 
jets with the Soviet tooling it 
received in the 1930s, and 
ako has a limited number of 
latex MiCr-2] interceptors. 
The Chinese might be able to 
apply some of the advanced 
technology from MiG-23s to 
tbeir own aircraft industry. 

Sources said the Chinese 
also may be anxious to learn 
about MiG-23 characteristics 
because they could face both 
the ground attack and inter- 
ceptor versions in a clash with 
the Soviet Union. 

The US I -5 fighters Tai- 
wan owns are considered an 
even or better match for 
Chinas MiG-21s. But they 
are not as capable as MiG- 
235, which can fly 600 miles 
on combat missions and re- 
turn home-making Taiwan an 
easy reach.
